Here's 
what's happened so far: As required by 
the California Coastal Act, San Luis 
Obsipo county passed its Local Coastal 
Plan. Under this LCP, all of the beach 
area would be closed ro OHV use, the 
staging and camping areas would be 
relocated te the remote Oso Flaco 
Lake, camping would be reduced to 
100 units, and the popular entrance to 
the dunes through the town of Pismo 
Beach would be closed. Almost all of 
the Pismo Beach area and the popular 
dunes are owned by the California De- 
partment of Parks and Recreation, 
which used Off-Highway Vehicle Fund 
("Green Stickie") to pay for it and 
Parks & Recreation intends to make a 
State Vehicle Recreation area out of 
it. Our sources tell us that the San Luis 
Obispo plan is an attempt to literally 
blackmail Parks & Rec into forming a 
management plan suitable to a select 
few on the County Board of Supervisors, 
ignoring the fact that it's a state park.

History made - Wax, Sundahl, Chester Conquer the 1,000

ENSENADA, B.C. N, MEXICO, NOV. 6-7 


Mark “Was” Weixeldorfer, Dean Sundahl 
and Mike Chester laid to rest the laughter and 


remarks voiced to them earlier, as they crossed 
the SCORE/Pernod Baja 1000 finish line 


in history making time, ET 
24:52:22.51. 

Team Honda's second-placing 
team rider, Curtis Sparks, 
remarked, "It was really funny, all day 
Thursday as I was pre-running the 
course people kept telling us we would 
never make it, the course was too 
tough for three wheelers.” 

A total of six three-wheelers entered 
the Baja. 1000; the grueling desert, 
however, took its toll on three, the 
remaining three made their mark in 
the history books. 

The course was strung out over 805 
miles of the toughest terrain Mother 
Nature could come up with. Team 
Honda had two three-wheel entries: 
Mark Weixeldorfer, Dean Sundahl 
and Mike Chester. Honda's second 
entry was Curtis Sparks, Wes Arnold 
and Tom Gildea. 3- Wheeling magazine 
had the other three-wheeler entry that 





finished with Harry McDermott, Mike 
Coe and Tracey Dickson. 

The course started in Ensenada and 
went down to El Rayo, Valle de 
Trinidad and on up to Mike's Sky 
Ranch. From there it turned southwest 
to Camalu where it turned south to 
Rancho Santa Ines. From there the 
course turned west and: headed 
toward Punta Blanca, heading then 
north to Punta Prieta. 

After Punta Prieta, the course went 
north through El Crucero, then up to 
San Felipe, Diablo Dry Lake, then on 
to San Matais, through Valle de 
Trinidad and on to the finish, back to 
Ensenada. 

By the second check point, Mike's 
Sky Ranch, Wax wheeled in wanting 
to know, “How far is the other three- 
wheeler ahead of me?" Honda's race 
coordinator, Wes McCoy, explained, 
“What other three-wheeler? You're the 





only one that's come across here yet." 
Wax yelled with excitement as he left 
the pit area, yelling back, "Sparks 
went off a cliff but he's okay," and then 
took off. Thirty seconds later Sparks 
wheeled in. "I went off a cliff but 
everything's all right." Sparks gassed 
and took off, not a minute and a half 
had gone by before Tracy Dickson 
wheeled in, gassed up and took off. 
The three of them had made good 
time by the second check point as they 
had passed nearly every Class: 10 and 
Class 11 car. 

Wax wheeled in 45 minutes ahead 
of Sparks in Santa Maria, gassed and 
left. Gildea, however, took over from 
Sparks at that point. Dickson, who 
had stuck his motor, wheeled into 
Santa Maria in back of a pickup. 
Sparks completely overhauled 
Dickson's motor and got him on his 
way again. Wax and Dickson, unlike 
the — Arnold/Sparks/Gildea team, 
didn't change riders until Santa Ines. 
After Santa Ines, Dean Sundahl had 
probably the toughest sections of the 
course, the silt beds, and later the 
Three Sisters, but worst of all it was all 
in the dark. “The only major problem 
was in the silt beds," replied Sundahl, 
who had the second leg of the 802 
miles. "I couldn't see five feet in front 





of me. I just left it in first gear for 
almost 10 miles. I never passed so 
many cars at one time. I was so 
pumped that whenever I went by a 
couple of guys standing by their cars, I 
would wave. The ruts were unreal, up 
to four feet deep in some places. A 
couple of times I had to get completely 
off my bike and push my way out. It 
was crazy but I didn't have any 
problems at all. Well, I had one 
problem; that's when I first took off I 
got about two miles out of town when 
my lights went completely on the 
blink. I mean, they went off for about 
two minutes. I couldn't see where I was 
going. I'stopped and messed with 
them for a minute then they came 
back on. When I got to the next pit 
they fixed the problem. It must have 
been something in the wiring — but 
the lights, they were great. They 
turned night into day." 


Chester, riding the third shift, 
wheeled into the San Matais Pass at 
approximately 8:30, Saturday 
morning, yelling excitedly that, "The 
bike is a bullet, no trouble, things 
couldn't be better. Hurry up, gas me 
up, get me going." By 12:30 another 
ATC could be heard off in the 
distance. As they came into sight, 











there were two, Wes Arnold, who 
relieved Gildea, was in front of Harry 


McDermott, who had relieved 
Coe. The ruling for two riders in 
the same pitstop at the same time, 
first come, first serve, so it was a drag 
race for the gas can. Arnold slid in 
first, a half a bike ahead of 
McDermott. Arnold jumped off, and 
Sparks jumped on, for his second run 
of the race. After Sparks took off, 
McDermott was right behind him with 
about 30 seconds between the two 
after he gassed. 

Back at the finish, Mike Chester 
brought the winning three-wheeler to 
a sliding stop with an ET of 24:52:24.51. 
Honda's second team came home with 
an ET of 28:47:53.65. 3-Wheeling 
magazine's entry crossed the line in 
29:13:47.41. 

"It was so unreal," said Chester, 
"coming into town, people yelling, 
waving, nobody could believe we had 
done it. Right before I crossed the line 
I dropped it down two gears and rode 
the rear wheels across the finish line. It 
blew everybody away, including Sal 
Fish." 

Sparks, on the other hand, 
commented, "I had about three to 
four minutes on Wax going into the 
first check at the beginning of the race 
when about 10 miles out, I hit a rock 
in the sand wash and bent my wheel. 
By the time I got to check one and 
changed it, Wax pulled in, gassed up 
and took off. He had about 15 seconds 
on me before I left. I caught up to 
him, passed by, then I backed off, so 
we could ride side by side. It was really 
pretty neat, but just outside of Mike's 
Sky Ranch I went off a cliff trying to 
get around a car. I knew I could catch 
Wax because I had more horsepower. 
I think I pulled in 30 seconds behind 
him at check two which was Mike's Sky 
Ranch. On my way to Camalu I was 
on the gas trying to catch Wax when I 
went off another cliff. Tracey Dickson 
stopped to help me. We must have 
tried for about 15 to 20 minutes until 
we were both exhausted and then he 
had to leave." Asked if Wax saw him, 
Sparks replied, “Yeah, he did, but he 
was racing. That son of a gun, If I knew 
he was going to be like that, I wouldn't 
have played with him earlier. I finally 
got it out of the ditch and I'll tell you, 
I've never been so tired in my whole life. 
I was completely exhausted." 

From the reaction of the motorcycle 
and the car drivers alike, the three- 
wheelers have paid their dues. No 
longer will they be laughed at, but 
welcomed in any off-road race.

CRC Amateur Supercross 


Yamaha, Honda 
split first supercross 


By Lance Bryson 
SAN DIEGO, CA, NOV. 15 


Yamaha-mounted Steve Wright put in a con- 
sistent 2-2 finish while Honda-mounted Mark 
“Wax” Weixeldorfer’s 1-1 finish netted them 
the top honors in the first three-wheeler race 


at the California Racing Club 
Amateur Supercross, taking the 
0-200cc class and the 201-250cc 
class respectively at San Diego 
Jack Murphy Stadium. 


With the final AMA Supercross event 
of the year held the night before, some 
650 amateurs plus three-wheelers 
showed up Sunday morning to find the 
track had been changed, without 


' doubt for the better. The track still 


retained its somewhat U shape with 
most of the jumps being lowered with 
more of a round shape at the top. The 
“stutter step” jumps, which had been 
16 in number the night before, were 
reduced to a total of five. 


All had safety in mind; however, the 
three-wheelers still had their share of 
problems. The three-wheeler program 
had two classes, 0-200cc and the 201- 
250cc. 


With a total of 19 riders, CRC com- 
bined the two classes with the 201- 
250cc class jumping out of the gate 
first followed by the 0-200cc 30 
seconds later. Weixeldorfer and Dean 
Sundahl, also on a Honda, jumped out 
of the gate side by side. Going into 
turn one, “Wax” left the gas on a little 
bit longer to insure first place would 
be his while Sundahl slotted into 
second position. 

For the most part, things stayed the 
same until the closing two laps when 
this green thing started to close in on 
Sundahl. This so called "Green 


.KDX250 





Thing" happened to be a prototype 
Kawasaki | three-wheeler 
designed and ridden by Lee Rodgers. 

As the white flag came out, "Wax" 
had pulled a good lead over Sundahl 
and Rodgers; Rodgers started his push 
on Sundahl who got out of control a 
little bit in the junk and hit a hay bale. 
That was all Rodgers needed to get by. 
Sundahl did regain control to follow 
"Wax" and Rodgers in for third. 

It was a pair of Yamahas who hole- 
shot the 0-200cc class — Tracey 
Dickson (Yam), sporting a water- 
cooled motor, while on the other hand 
Steve Wright (Yam) sported a 3-B 
Lightning air-cooled motor. Into turn 
one, it was Dickson and Wright side by 
side; Wright made a move to the 
inside, but Dickson had the smoother 
line, if there was such a thing. Wright 
had to settle for the number two 
position but had a strong hold on it. 

Honda's Curtis Sparks, mounted on 
a 185s, battled with Tommy Gaian, 
also on a Honda, for third. Sparks 
took the number three position and set 
his sights and efforts on Wright. Two 
laps from the finish, Sparks killed his 
motor in turn three, letting almost the 
entire field go by. By the time he got 
going, Dickson, Wright and Gaian 
were. far gone. At the finish it was 
Dickson, Wright, Gaian and Sparks 
after a two-lap, wide-open ride. 

'In turn one, Dickson and I were 
side by side. Going into turn two, I 
went to the inside, and I thought I had 
it, but the bike popped out of gear. 





















































As the 201-250cc class blasted off, it was Honda-mounted Dean Sundahi (10) 
taking the early lead. Mark Weixeldorfer (9), however, took the overall. 





Most of the jumps have a lip at the 
top, and I guess my shift lever caught 
the lip and popped out. The track was 
a little on the tight side; other than 
that, it was neat,” commented 
Wright. 

As the gate for moto two dropped 
for the 201-250cc class, it saw factory 
Honda rider Sundahl blow out of the 
hole first followed by teammate 
"Wax". Rodgers, aboard his super go- 
fast Kawasaki. with nine inches of 
travel, followed in third. 

For the first four laps Sundahl had 
things going his way until “Wax” 
found a hole. On the last two laps, it 
was a back-and-forth battle between 
the two. With half a lap to go, 
Sundahl threw a chain, and “Wax” 
cruised in for the win. Rodgers was 
second, and Rodney Shedenttulm 
nailed down third. 

“I really had to work my tail off out 
there,” commented “Wax.” “Sundahl 
really got a good holeshot on me. I was 
trying to pass him, but there was no- 
where I could go. Then I caught him 
sleeping in one of the turns so I zapped 
him. I thought to myself, ‘It is about 
time.” Next thing I knew, he went by 
me. 

“It was fun fighting back and forth, 
but as the white flag came out he was 
in front. I was going to set him up 
when he threw a chain. As far as the 
track, I really like it; it is neat.” 

Rodgers commented, “I think CRC 
did a heck of a job building a track 
that was compatible for bikes and 
three-wheelers. I was concerned after 
seeing how rough the track was the 
night before, but the modifications 
they made last night made for an enjoy- 
able track.” 

In mota two for the 0-200cc class, it 
was Sparks jumping out in front of 
Wright. Wright took the challenge 
and set his sights on Sparks. 


In the meantime, a battle had 
between Dickson and 

Gaian. With two laps to go, it seemed 
Wright was content with second, as 
Gaian got by Dickson for third. Dick- 
son commented, “I made one mistake 
and that’s all it takes. I had trouble in 
the back section. It was really rough. 
Some guy stopped in one of the 
comers. Tommy hit him, and then I 
hit him, and both of our motors died. 
Tommy was lucky he got away first, 





and then I got going. I think if I had 
another lap, I could have gotten him. 

"I thought the track was too rough. 
I was worried about my machine. I did 
not want to bust it all up. If they 
would have had money put' up, I 
would have gone for it, but I just 
didn't want to take any chances of 
breaking the bike in half. 

"In the first moto I got a good start 
and felt really good, but the second 
moto the track had dried out some, 
and when I nailed it at the start, the 
tires just spun on the gate. I thought it 
was a blast, though, it was really fun. 
They just need to round the top of the 
jumps a little bit." | 

Wright, on the. other hand, 
commented, "Sparks is fast, and I 
wanted to catch him after he got the 
holeshot on me. I was only a couple . 
bikelengths behind him going into 
turn one, and I started thinking to 
myself, "Well, should I go for it and 
get side by side, but then I started 
thinking I had the overall win as long 
as I stayed where I was. I wanted to get 
him, but then again, I didn't want to 
take any chances and blow the overall 
points." * 

"The second moto I knew I could 
win." Sparks said later, "The Nichol- 
son frame was really working great. I 
put more air in the front forks, and 
that seemed to help quite a bit. I could 
hear Wright in back of me, but I 
wasn't really worried about it; I was 
just worring about getting over all the 
jumps and not killing my motor as I 
had done in the first moto. I didn't 
have a pull start on it today, and I 
think that hurt me like in the first 
moto when the motor died; I had to 
bump start it. If I would have had a 
pull start on it, I could have just 
started right away. I'll know next time 
I race a stadium race." 

This being the first actual three- 
wheel stadium race for CRC, they did 
one heck of a good job. It is very hard 
to make a track compatible with moto- 
cycles and three-wheelers running on 
them. After all, it was their first 
attempt, and they made a good stab at 
it. We look forward to covering more.

I'm a former desert freak from San 
Diego, CA who was removed to the 
wild arctic tundra where a three- 
wheeler is much at home. I find ATV 
News very helpful in keeping up to 
date on what is happening down south 
in the heart of three-wheel land. 

I would like to say, though, that if 
there ever was a better place to test a 
three-wheeler than California, it is 
here. I as yet have not had the oppor- 
tunity to test ride my ATC200 with a 
ski and paddle tire but hope to this 
winter. Without these tires, the snow 
would be too soft and deep to dig 
through, but I still can ride river ice 
where then the snow gets blown away. 
Also, when it gets 10? below zero, the 
tires freeze which causes a flat hard 
spot that makes the tires feel square. It 
takes a kidney failure length of time to 
ride until the tires warm up and go 
round again. The tires must be well 
inflated with the machine lifted off the 
ground to keep them concentric 
(round). 

Last year I quit riding at 30° below 
zero off and on for two months. We 
have these weird type of rocks up here; 
they are part of the tundra and hidden 
under the mat of lichens some hiding 
rocks in them. Riding on these is like 
riding a field of football-size rocks, it 
will make or brake any machine or 
man. Thanks for ATV News.

Taking the Honda 
250R a couple of | 
steps further 


By Eddie Brown 


Imagine just how great Honda 
felt knowing their ATC 250R 
had taken the three-wheeled 
market by storm. Their king had 


everything: the largest, most powerful 
engine; -a manual. clutch- five-speed 


transmission; full suspension front and 
rear; and enough detailing that you 
wouldn't lose any sleep worrying about 
which part might fall off next. It was 
then and is now the best ATC ever 
mass-produced. 

The funny thing is that for some 
people an otherwise excellent machine 
compromised for safety and cost 
reasons just isn't good enough. For 
Honda, their options were very limited, 
but it needn't remain that way forever. 
To get an idea of what can be done to 
build a very versatile high-performance 
ATC 250R, let's take a close look at 
this one from Dirt Werkes. 


Since the stock front forks aren't 
the most rigid units to be found, Dirt 
Werkes opted to use 38mm Simon's 
with 10" of travel. With Simon's repu- 
tation for excellence, the only question 
was how to fit fork tubes 38mm in 
diameter into 30mm diameter holes. 
Simons did this by milling out the 
stock triple clamps and reinforcing the 
lower holes with steel rings heliarced 
into place. While it may look marginal, 
actual testing on an extremely rough 
whoop-dee-doo track showed this 
method to handle the stress with room 
to spare. Fork travel can be lessened by 
hydralocking (over-filling the fork legs 
with oil causing the oil to actually be 
under pressure and stop the fork com- 
pression). This allows the 250 to be 
used over a variety of tracks without 
needing any disassembly for geometry 
adjustments. 

The rear end sports a series of in- 
dividual cures which effectively blend 
together for a very comfortable ride. 
The most important change is using a 
Works ‘Performance shock with its cool- 
ing reservoir. This simple bolt-on de- 
livers much increased responsiveness 
and predictability over the stocker. The 
next major change is installing a Dirt 
Werkes chrome-moly swingarm, 414" 
longer than stock. With the increased 
rigidity of the swingarm, and the new 
shock's longer stroke, the axle now has 
over eight inches of travel to smooth 
out even the nastiest of courses. The 
last change is in widening the rear 
wheel track, either by using wheel spac- 
ers or a logner chrome-moly Duralube 
axle. While accomplishing the same 
width, the Duralube axle is by far the 
most reliable way to go considering 


' how easily axles can be bent. Tire 


choice varies with Goodyear 21 x 11 — 
8.00 knobbies getting the nod for off- 
road roosting. 

As for the powerplant, the only really 
trick work is in the cylinder porting 
and milling. Dirt Werkes started out 
with the basics, first putting on one of 
their racing pipes with its built-in muf- 
fler. These are unique in that the noise 
level is easily acceptable without the 
added weight or bulk that comes with 
other secondary clamp-on mufflers. 
Next came the installation of a 38mm 
Mikuni Powerjet carb- and a special 
manifold adapter kit. Inside the intake 
port lives a larger reed block with its 
fiber reeds. Air filtering is handed by a 
K & N. All things combined, this motor 
pulls from the very bottom all the way 
up, with no habitual clutch or shift 
lever fanning required. When pulling 
the one or two teeth more on the 
countershaft sprocket, short-shifting 
and third-gear stars were the rule and 
clutching justified only when photo- 
graphers are clicking away in search of 
an awe-inspiring roost. 


The last few items to go are the 
stock handlebars and lever operated 
throttle. In their places are chrome- 
moly Answer Products bars and a 
Whirlpull straight-pull throttle. If you 
look closely, vou'll see that the throttle 
pulley is actually below the handlebar 
level. This. positioning decreases the 
vulnerability of the housing in the 
event- of an up-side-down endor land- 
ing, and allows the rider’s forearm to 
protect the cable from snagging 
should close quarter racing get too 
enthusiastic. 


So there it is: the ATC 250R that 
Honda engineers probably wanted to 
build before the cost analysts came 
into the picture. Its balanced approach 
allows it to be competitive at nearly 
any type of three-wheeled racing while 
being committed to none. And when 
you aren't racing, you can still ride off 
into the sunset without worrying about 
how you're going to get back. For

However, Yamaha is 
starting to make a move to pull along- 
side. 

3-B Lightning is comprised of three 
young men: Broc Glover, Billy Talley 
and Bob “Ace” Willams. What they 
have done to the three-wheelers is 
unbelievable (oh yes, Glover is the 
same Yamaha factory rider you read 
about almost every week). They do 
work on the Hondas, but Yamahas are 
their main outlet. They're Yamaha's 
biggest shot in the arm. 

3-B Lightning has taken the 
Yamaha YT 175 Tri-Moto and turned 
it into a very competive working unit. 
The biggest push in competive racing 
or heavy off-road use in suspension. 
Since Yamaha doesn't offer a 
suspension frame, 3-B has developed 
their own. 

“The way the 175 is set up now, the 
engine sits too far back in the frame, 
thus causing the front wheel to lift 
every time you get on it hard, 
therefore not handling right,” com- 
ments Talley. 

Wheelbase on a stock 175cc Tri- 
Moto sits at about 46144 inches. With 
the 3-B Tri-Mono frame, wheelbase is 
increased to 50 inches. This not only 
gives you three extra inches, but also a 
suspension working frame. A Works 
Performance shock is used to give six 
inches of travel. By the way, a YT 
125cc motor will also bolt in. 

The front end can also be made to 
handle better b, turning the forks 
around, providing a leading instead of 
a trailing front axle. This chai.ge not 
only improves its handling but extends 
the wheelbase to cure those wheelie 
blues. One of 3-B’s riders, Steve 
Wright, sports a 1980 YZ80 front end 
which gives six and a half inches of 
travel. A 3-B triple clamp is added to 
sturdy things also. 

As far as the motor is concerned, 
several things can be done: A higher 
compression head is used along with a 
larger manifold. 3-B also endorses a 
carb 36mm Lectron carb. For sand and 
dusty riding, 3-B recommends a K&N 
filter with a sock sleeve over the top to 
keep those fine grains of sand out. 
This complete package blends 
together very well with a 3-B pipe.

ASRA Sand Drags 
adopts new Pro 
classes for Three- 


Wheelers 


By Dennis Ketterman 


When Honda first introduced the all terrain 
three wheelers to the public, back in the mid- 
‘60s it was looked upon as a nice, little, handy, 
fun vehicle. A way of getting from here to 


there when you're out nowhere. 
Something for the kids to play 
with, inexpensively, while the 
adults were out playing with 
their bigger toys. But Honda nearly 
dropped the line, because, generally, it 
wasn't all that well accepted. And for 
a year or so they did, but when they 
began building again, with a few more 
models to choose from, made a few 
changes here and there, that seemed 
to do the trick, and now nearly every 
off-roader and dune player has at least 
one. Some have even traded off or sold 
their 4x4s and dune buggies to use the 
three wheel exclusively for their "out 
anywhere" free time hobby. Since 
Honda's success, almost every major 
high performance motorcycle builder 
has gotten on the band wagon, and the 
three wheeler boom has taken off. 

With the current economic situation, 
coupled with the cost of gas, the three 
wheeler has almost become the 
dominate fun machine for all age 
groups. “It’s the simple machiney,” af- 
fordable, and produces the same 
“high” people look for associated with 
wilderness motor sports and recreation. 

Since stock equipment isn’t where 
it’s at, for the truly adventuresome, 
the three wheelers, naturally, began to 
take on a new look; especially in per- 
formance. Bigger, better, lighter 
parts, more horsepower and the whole 
evolutionary pattern of high 
performance packaging entered the 
picture for the growing numbers of 
three wheeler enthusiasts. 

The American Sand Racing Associ- 
ation, the national sand drag sanction- 
ing organization, followed. this 
growing influx of the three wheeler 
and drag bikes in its Bracket 
program, and watched their popular- 
ity grow. This popularity was shared 
not only by the same riders, but by the 
spectators as well. From stock machines, 
to the nitro burners, they began to 
make an impact in the sand drag 
competition. 

For the past three years, the bikes 
were limited to run only in the ASRA 
Bracket competition. In Bracket rac- 
ing all vehicles are classified according 
to a qualifying E.T. (elapsed time). If 
they- exceeded the class E.T. break 


during the eliminations, that is con- 
sidered a break out; and disqualifica- 
tion would occur. Bracket racing is 
a very inexpensive way to go racing 
and still be competitive, but does not 
actually allow full restricted heads up 
racing. 

Since the three wheelers play such a 
vital role in the entire off-road picture, 
and sand drag racing's roots, it was 
time they became recognized as a 
viable drag racing machine. 

In 1982, ASRA will be introducing 
thrée new Pro-type classes exclusively 
for three wheelers and drag bikes. It 
will be the first time ever classes for 
these machines will be available or 
tried by any recognized sanctioning or- 
ganization in sand drags.. The three 
classes proposed by ASRA beginning 
next season are: (A) An unlimited 
Super Modified class: nitro, alcohol, 
nitrous oxide gasoline; unlimited 
cubic inch, supercharged, turbocharged 
or naturally aspirated; maximum 
wheel base 85”; dual tires accepted, 
maximum 13” diameter rear wheels. 
(B) Modified: unlimited cubic inch; 
nitro, alcohol or nitrous oxide not al- 
lowed; naturally aspirated, on gas or 
gas/oil mixture only; wheel base 85”; 
13” wheel diameter. (C) Sportsman: 
6” over stock wheel base, one cylinder, 
unlimited cubic inch; naturally 
aspirated on gas or gas/oil mixture 
only. (At the time of this printing, the 
new classes were still being formed and 
written, and are considered unofficial. 
Deadline for the rules to be defined 
“official” is Dec. 15, 1981. 

Automotive, marine (V-8's), jet, 
rocket, or any aircraft engines are not 
permitted in any of the three 
wheeler/bike classes. Must be O.E.M. 
production motorcycle, snowmobile or 
Odyssey type engines. 

One of the name riders, who have 
pioneered the super bikes in sand 
drags, is Jordan Quintal of Escondido, 
CA, who already possess the ''World's 
Quickest Three Wheeler,” 4.12 
seconds through the 100 yards. 
Jordan runs a 1200cc Nitro burning 
(30%) Kawasaki. Another is Keith 
Ahart, from Phoenix, AZ, first came 
out on two wheels, converted over to 
three wheels, and has one of the most 
consistent machines of all the three 





' wheelers, turning in the mid four's-of' 
gasoline. 

From McMinneville, OR, Jon 
Fleagane showed up with one of the 
few Harley power plants on three 
wheels, and began to make quick 
tracks almost immediately. Jon is 
curfently building a completely new 
machine to run in the B/modified 
class. Ken Stuart from “Skat Trac” 
(builder of the Super Scoopers sand 
tires) is another proven veteran three 
wheel racer in sand drags. Ken has run 
his potent machine for almost four 
years in the Bracket competition. 

There are many others involved and 
getting involved in the three wheeler 
“fever” from all parts of the country, 
as sand drags in general has enjoyed 
tremendous growth in the last three 
years, and with addition of 23 new 
classes, including the new three wheeler 
catagories, for next season that growth 
pattern should ‘continue on into the 
future for many years to come.

Yearly ASRA memberships are also 
available by writing to the above 
address. The cost of the memberships 
are $45 per year. A rule book is in- 
cluded in the membership fees, plus a 
monthly subscription to Sandrag 
Magazine (separately, subscription 
rate is $10 per year or $18 per two 
years), decals, monthly newsletters, 
discounted entry fees for all ASRA 
events, membership card and 
permanent vehicle number. 

To keep informed and on top of 
what's happening in sand drags, it 
would be a very good idea to become a 
member today, and begin receiving all 
the benefits immediately. 


The ASRA home track is located at 
the Riverside International Raceway 
in Riverside, CA, with monthly sched- 
uled ASRA events. The next race will 
be held; Sunday, Dec. 6, and is an “All 
Comers" E.T. Class Points race 
(Brackets). Everyone is welcome to 
attend, non-members and members 

‘alike. Entry fee for this event is only 
$10. General admission is 15 for adults 
(includes pit pass) and $2 for children 
under age 12. Gates open at 12 noon 
Saturday, Dec. 5 (contestants only) for 
tech inspections and registration. That 
would be a good time to stop by and 
discuss your involvement with ASRA 
sand drags, memberships, rules, etc. 


The first full class race (including 
E.T. class racing) of the season will be 
held, Saturday and Sunday, Jan. 16-17 
at Riverside Raceway. The race is 
billed as a Divisional event, and is the 
first full class points event of the 1982 
season. Call for further information. 
ASRA also has a special Junior 
Bracket racing program for kids be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 15. They are 
only allowed to run three wheelers and 
Odysseys and compete in three 
separate pre-determined Bracket 
classes. The maximum E.T. for Junior 
racers is a 7.00 E.T.

Three-Wheeling 
Rodeo

WAUSAU, WI, OCT. 25 

By 11 a.m. the first Three- 
Wheeling Rodeo was about to 
kick off, even though there was 
still snow on the ground from 
the two inch fall the day before. 


Three surrounding dealers — M&J 
Sports, Inc. (Honda), Northrider, Inc. 
(Yamaha) and Safari Sports (Kawasaki) 
— decided to get together and sponsor 
a Three-Wheeling acitivity, not just 
one event, but four events. 

The Rodeo was held on a former 
landfill site which had been appropri- 
ately plotted out for each event.

In the second lap, Routly moved up to 
pressure Robertson, Tollett in third. 
Positions staved the same, with all 
riders tight, until in the seventh lap, 
Mills passed Tollett for third. On the 
white flag lap Routly passed Robertson 
for the lead. Intense excitement in- 
creased as in the. last lap Robertson 
and Routly dueled for first. At the 
checkered, Robertson crossed the line 
first. Routly was followed in second by 
Mills, Tollett and Penny. 

The Powder Puff Three-Wheeler 
class is becoming one of Southways' 
most popular classes, Sandy Jones, as 
previously mentioned, of Southside 
Cycles in Slidell, showed fine rider 
ability in her first race. Although pres- 
sured heavily by Powder Puff cham- 
pion, Aileen Billiot, also on a Yamaha, 
in the first two heats, Jones held the 
lead the entirety of both heats. Nina 
Robertson, a Honda rider, competed 
well for her first race. Robertson fin- 
ished third all three heats, sometimes 
threatening Jones and Billiot. 

In the final heat, Jones had prob- 
lems off the line and Billiot claimed 
the holeshot, Robertson in second. In 
the second lap, Jones passed Robertson. 
Jones had trouble with Billiot as Billiot 
held her off until the sixth lap. Jones 
made a successful pass into first. 
Billiot was followed in second by 
Robertson. Janeena Manley, the only 
rider on a stock machine, finished 
fourth all three heats. Kathy Sketo and 
Denise Norris, both on Hondas, 
changed positions each heat. In the 
final. outcome, Norris trophies fifth 
overall. 

Go-kart two-stroke and four-stroke 
classes are run at Southways, along 
with the three-wheelers and Odysseys. 
There was a good turnout Saturday 
night. These low-to-the ground ma- 
chines turn unbelievable speeds and 
really put on a show. The classes will 
be held on a regular basis and are ex- 
pected to grow continuously. ATV

Baylands Raceway, provided some 
of the best action around for go- 
kart dirt trackers: 


Meyers lets it all 
hang out at 
Baylands 


By Jerry R. Newray 
FREMONT, CA, NOV. 1 
Baylands Raceway began the 
year racing their go-karts on the 
high banked, super fast one- 
eighth-mile oval. With so much 
speed capable in these little high 
powered karts, a bigger and better 
track was designed next to the moto- 
cross course. In this area, a one-sixth- 
mile course was cut along with a 10 
degree banking, which makes the 
course very unique. 

Over 100 karts and racers from all 
over the Bay area showed up with 
some of the top drivers in the nation 
attending. Names like Jeff Nelson, the 
national champion, and Tim Meyers, 
the Junior National winner, and a host 
of others made this race a class act. 

-It was Meyers providing some of the 
best action as he drove in two classes, 
taking both mains. In the 135cc class, 
it was Meyers again, topping a class 
field of riders and taking home the 
first place trophy. The first heat saw 
Meyers getting a super start, coming 
into turn one ahead of the rest of the 
field with Al Megeniry following in 
second. Throughout the heat it was 
‘Meyers and his kart finding the low 
groove and taking advantage of it. 
Meyers went on to the checkered flag 
for the win, followed by Megeniry and 
Mike Otoole. 

The second heat was much the same 
with Meyers blazing the super. fast 
Baylands course while leaving his 
competition far behind. At the flag, it 
was Meyers again with the win, fol- 
lowed by Megeniry and Otoole. 

In the main event Meyers started in 
the fourth row because of the inverted 
lineup. Also running in the same 
main were the 200s and Duals. At the 
start it was Otoole taking the first turn 
ahead of the rest of the field, Meyers 
getting caught up in the traffic. With 
the main only being 10 laps, Meyers 
put on his championship form, little 
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by little working his way to the front of 
the pack and taking the lead with four 
laps remaining. 

“The best show of the day came when 
Meyers not only pulled away from the 
135cc karts but started to attack the 
much larger 200cc and dual class. As 
Meyers came up on the fourth lap, he 
had three Duals in his sight. In turn 
one Meyers put a super move on two of 
them and slid underneath. 

Meyers then put his sights on Dan 
Keen and his big Dual kart. As the two 
battled side by side, it was Meyers 
really showing his masterful driving 
skills. At the finish, it was Keen taking 
the win in the 200cc class, with Meyers 
and his 135cc taking first in his class. 
Following Meyers in for second and 
third were Otoole and Megeniry. 

The most impressive fact about that 
race was that Meyers was able to stay 
up and then pass national champion 
Jeff Nelson in his Invader Racing 
Special, which also compete in the 
200cc class. Meyers’ performance was 
one tough act that nobody could 
repeat. 

One of the other good rides of the 
afternoon came in Super Stock Heavy 
Division One. Rodney Layton took his 
Yamaha-powered kart to first in his 
first heat race, with a third in the 
second heat. 

In the main it was Layton starting in 
the last row with 12 other karts ahead 
of him, Again it was Layton putting 
on his star act. Little by little he 
chipped away at the large field and 
found himself in the third spot with 
only three laps left. The people at 
Baylands really got their money’s 
worth as Layton started doing battle 
with Dennis Groves and George 
Norris. With two laps to go, Layton 
put a great move on both drivers, 
taking the high groove which shot him 
out of turn two like a rocket. At the 
checkered, it was Layton in first 
followed by Groves with Norris in 
third. The go-karts will return to the 
super Baylands course, with a much 
larger field; some new track features 
will also be added which include more 
grandstands and a new crashwall. For 
more info on go-kart racing, contact 
track promoter Tim Meyer at 
415/651-2545.
